of the Common Council on June 12, 1973. 

s We concur in the Common Council's recommendation in this matter, 

but because of the section of the Fort Wayne Zoning Ordinance quoted 
below, this Board, upon the advice of its counsel, must respectfully 
decline to grant the variance to operate a "single chair beauty parlor" 
at 545 Forest Avenue, being Lot 18 in John M. E. Riedel's Addition. 

The controlling section of the Ordinance reads as follows: 

Section 29, Powers of the Board of Zoning Appeals. 

B. In exercising its powers, the Board may reverse 
or affirm, wholly or partly, or may modify the 
order, requirement, decision or determination 
appealed from as in its opinion ought to be done 
in the premises, and to that end shall have all 
powers of the officer or board from whom the 
appeal is taken. It may impose such conditions 
regarding the location, character, and other 
features of the proposed building, structure 
or use with which the appeal before it is con- 
cerned, as it may deem advisable in furtherance 
of the purposes of this Chapter and the pro- 
tection of the public convenience and welfare, 
provided, however, that it shall not permit any 
use in any district which would be in conflict 

with the permitted uses of such district under 

the terms of this chapter .

The last phrase, underlined above, clearly limits this Board's power 
to the extent that it cannot grant "use variances" such as requested 
in this case. 

It is our understanding that the Fort Wayne Ordinance may be unique 
in Indiana in this respect as such a limitation is not required by 
the Indiana Planning and Zoning Statutes. For this reason, the Council 
may wish to consider an amendment of the Zoning Ordinance to eliminate 
this restriction on the Board's powers.
